There have been heavy artillery en­ 
gagements from the »ea to the Swiss 
border and occasional attacks by the

armies, 
which when not repulsed have added 
a few yards to the territory in the 
possession of the attacking force, but 
always have proved costly adventures. 
The French have gained a little 
ground between Albert and Roye. Just 
north of the point where the lin*» 
tugns eastward and to the east 
of 
Khelme 
and 
southwest of 
Verdun, 
where the attempts to make the Oer- 
man positions at St. Mfhiel, on the 
Meuse, 
untenable, 
are 
proceeding 
slowly. 
They have also made some 
advance in Alsace, but have suffered 
a repulse to the northwest of S t 
Menehould. 
In the Hast the Germans have cap­ 
tured the important Russian position 
at liorjimow’, but eisew here they h'avt* 
been unable to make headway against 
the Russians, who as defenders of 
well fortified positions are aided by 
the wet weather and muddy roads I 
which hinder the German movements. 
Austrian* Check Russians. 
The Austrian* claim to have checked 
the Russian advance near Gorlic«*, on 
the south Galician railway, west ot 
Jaslo, but apparently the battle here 
has not yet been concluded. 
The Russians, on the other hand, 
have taken 
the Austrian 
positions 
near Czsok pass, which should open 
another entrance for them through the 
Carpathians into Hungary, while the 
Austrian retreat in Bukowina is de. 
scribed by the ftussians as a rout. 
The Turks have crossed the Rus­ 
sian border in the Caucasus and, ac­ 
cording to their own account, have de. 
feated the Russian garrison at Arda 
han. 
They are, however, displaying 
anxiety for their remaining posses­ 
sions in Europe by feverishly fortify­ 
ing the whole coast line. 
Indications point to the possibility 
of the Balkan states which are now 
neutral taking a hand in the war. 
The Greek minister of finance has 
declared that Greece is making prep- 
aiations to maintain the new territo­ 
ries which she gained in the Balkan 
wars from Turkey and Bulgaria, but 
Itbat she has more to fear from Bul­ 
garia than Turkey.

It is not thought that Roumania can 
3ook on calmly while the Ftussians are 
Advancing toward Transylvania and it 
1s expected that she will join with 
»Russia and try to get the much covet- 
fcd eastern province of Austria! lun- 
karv.
